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SCHOOL BOARD 
REJECTS JANITOR 
PAY RISE, SAYS 


T LACKS FUNDS 


552 Employes Asked 
for $110,000-a-Year 
Increase — Union 
Head Silent on 
Strike Possibility. 


The Board of Education yes- 
terday turned down a request 
for a $110,000-a-year pay increase 
for 552 school janitors. 


Daniel G. Gaffney, president of < 


Local 118, Public School Em- 


ployes Union, today refused to | ® 


say whether the janitors would 
strike. 


The local’s members réportedly 
authorized their executive board, 
at a union meeting last Saturday, 
to call a strike, if necessary, in 
support of the request for an in- 
crease averaging about $200-a- 
year per man. 

H. Lee Bruns, president of 
the School Board, said after the 
board’s four-hour executive ses- 
sion that “we just don’t have 
the money” for a pay increase. 

‘He said the local’s request 
was placed back in the hands 
of Harold E. Dessau, acting 
commissioner of school build- 
ings, with instructions to nold 
further sessions with union rep- 
resentatives. 


Tax Vote in Spring. 


If Dessau concludes that a 
pay increase is warranted, 
Bruns explained, he is to pre- 
sent his recommendation to the 
board’s budget committee, which 
soon will begin a study to deter- 
mine the amount of the tax in- 
crease that will be sought from 
voters next spring. 

By this action, the board fore- 
closed the possibility of a pay 
increase in this fiscal year, 
which ends next June 30, but left 
open the possibility of an in- 
crease in the next fiscal year. 

Average $4000 a Year. 


Custodians’ pay ranges from 
$3601 a year to $5521, with an 
average pay amounting to about 
$4000. Matrons’ pay ranges from 
$2761 to $3312. 

While the board turned down 
the pay increase, it agreed to 
eliminate the staggered work 
shifts in six schools. Staggered 
work shifts had been used to 
re-duce overtime pay. Bruns 
said the staggered shifts had 
proved impractical. 

The union reportedly contends 
that a pay rise is justified be- 
cause the cost of living hds 
gone up since the last increase 
in 1957. 

Custodians are also discontent 
because of the drastic reduction 
this year in overtime. Many 
schools which in the past had 
been open four and five evenings 
a week for meetings of organ 
izations now are open only one 
night a week, cutting down the 
overtime pay, which is $3.15 an 
hour. 

Rumors of Strike. 

Commenting on the possibility 
of a strike, Bruns said he had 
heard rumors that the janitors 
were considering such action, but 
that the union so far has not giv- 
en the board notification of such 
action. 

The schools, which are closed 
today and tomorrow because of 
a teachers convention, could not 
remain open more than one or 
two days in the event of a strike, 
it was said. 

Furnaces in most schools are 
fed by hand-filled stokers. Even 
if the weather were mild, the 
health problems created by a 
strike would prevent the schools 
from remaining open. Lavatories 
would go uncleaned and rubbish 
would accumulate. 

George Luetkenholder, business 
agent of Local 118, said he did 
not know how many janitors are 
members of the union. A school 


official said about 50 per cent

and paying taxes of $1402 instead

WAVERLY PLACE 
HOME, BUILT IN 
1857, BEING RAZED 


A 102-year-old house at 2100 
Waverly place, known as the 
Archibald Gamble mansion, is 
being razed to make room for a 
new apartment building, Dr. 
William G. Swekosky, a dentist 
whose hobby is the history of 
old buildings, said today. 

Archibald Gamble was born in 
Virginia in 1791 and came to St. 
Louis in 1816. An attorney, he 
was appointed Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court and also Recorder of 
Deeds. In 1848 he became Judge 
of the County Court and in 1851 
was appointed Postmaster of St. 
Louis. The house was built in 
1857. His brother, Hamilton R. 
Gamble, was Governor of Mis- 
souri during the Civil War. 

Mrs. Archibald Gamble, the 
former Louisa Easton, lived in 
the mansion until 1877, 11 years 
after her husband’s death. Since 
then the house has been owned 
by several persons, including Ed- 
ward C. Kehr, who was elected 
to Congress from Missouri in 
1874.

Palmer, who had recently

Hammarskjold’ cannot afford 
to ignore these Russian repre- 
sentations. The first U.N. Secre- 
tary General, Trygve Lie, was 
forced to quit because Russia 
lost confidence im his objectivity. 
The present Russian attitude to- 
ward Hammiarskjold does not, | 
apparently at this stage, consti- 
tute a loss of confidence.

THE PRECISE Russian re-| 
action to this line of defense of 
Hammarskjold’s actions is not 
known. The Russians have not 
dropped their disapproval of the |

Hammarskjold’s reported 
statement that he feared Amer- 
ican intervention in Laos can, 
however, he expanded.

Still Deadlocked , 


Turkey should be given a seat on the Security 
Council. On Nov. 3, following the suspension, 
the Assembly took six more inconclusive bal- 
lots—and declared another two weeks’ recess 
on the issue. 

During the last two weeks the United States 
has had ample opportunity to round up every 
available vote for its side in this power fight 
with the Communist bloc. Yet the complex- 
ion of the voting has changed little. On the 
37th ballot, Poland got 40 votes, Turkey 38. 
Two weeks ago, on the 3ist ballot, Poland had 
39, Turkey 42. Poland has had a lead in most 
of the balloting and once won 48 votes. 

Despite all the efforts the United States 
could muster, Poland would have been elected 
if the matter were left to a simple majority. 
And why not elect Poland? The British press 
has been asking that question. Even if Poland 
voted blindly with Russia, the West would 
still have a secure majority on the Security 
Council. But Poland is the most independent- 
minded of the Communist states, and the 
State Department has tried te encourage its 
independence. Would not Poland’s election 
help that policy? 

The State Department’s inflexibility on the 
Security Council issue has proved both un- 

pular and unproductive in the U.N. The 

thing to do with such a position would 
be to abandon it gracefully. 


From Boston to San Francisco 


Elections invariably are rated in terms of 
political personalities, and so first attention 
in Tuesday’s off-year races goes to Republican 
Harold E. Stassen, defeated for Mayor of 
Philadelphia, and to Gov. Meyner of New 
Jersey, Democrat. 

Former Gov. Stassen, the boy wonder of 
Minnesota politics before World War II, at- 
tempted a comeback a year ago with a pri- 
mary bid for the governorship of Pennsylva- 
nia, in the wake of his “dump Nixon” 
maneuver of 1956. Now his effort to come 
back from that unsuccessful comeback is 
nothing less than a disaster. Democratic 
Mayor Richardson Dilworth’s majority of 
200,000 was 50,000 more than Philadelphia 
Democrats had dared forecast and is a fitting 
tribute to Mayor Dilworth’s fine record. 

In New Jersey, Gov. Meynéer came close to 
winning control 6f the State Senate which 
would have enabled him to run for the United 
States Senate next year and turn the gover- 
norship over to a Democrat. But he did not 
come close enough, and the State Senate, 
which fills any vacancy in the governorship, 
remains in Republican hands. Meantime the 
Democrats lost some seats in the lower cham- 
ber. And while New Jersey voted a Meyner- 
backed $66,500,000 bond issue for state aid 
to state-supported colleges, it rejected the 
Governor's proposal to use surplus turnpike 
funds for the financially-distressed commuter 
railroads. Thus the results leave Gov. Meyner 
about where he was. . 

The Kentucky returns discouraged Gov. 
(Happy) Chandler’s ambitions for 1960. With 
former Democratic Judge Bert .T. Combs 
sweeping to the governorship over Republican 
John M. Robsion Jr., by an apparent record 
margin of some 140,000 votes, former Senator 
Earle C. Clements comes back as the power 
in Kentucky Democratic politics. He backed 
Combs who has feuded with Chandler for 
party control for 25 years. Kentuckians may 
take satisfaction in having elected as Lieuten- 
ant Governor the able and progressive Wilson 
W. Wyatt, former Mayor of Louisville. 

The greater significance of the Tuesday 
voting lies in the battles for control of hun- 
dreds of city halls as a prelude to the 1960 
presidential race. These races ranged all the 
way from the non-partisan fight in Bosten 
between two Democrats (Senator Kennedy’s - 

candidate lost) to that in San Francisco, also 
non-partisan, in which Mayor George Christo- 
pher, Republican, was re-elected. Republicans 
won back the mayoralty in Columbus, Ohio, 
and they regained some upstate New York 
communities. But on the whole the munici- 
pal results heavily favor the Democrats. 
Indiana they not only retained Indianapolis, 
Evansville and many other cities but added 
Fort Wayne and Lafayette, long Republican 
strongholds. Republican Gov. Handley is now 
a marked man within his-own party. —

The rock-throwitig march of Panamanian 
students into the Canal Zone was a premedi- 
tated effort by Panamanian politicians to re- 
assert two Panamanian claims: first, for sov- 
ereignty over the zone and, second, for a 50-50 
split of canal profits. The march was pro- 
posed weeks before Panama’s Independence 
Day when it occurred. 

For all their talk of nationalism and nation- 
alization, what the Panama leaders have aly 
ways wanted is more money. Twice the 
United States has revised the canal treaty in 
Panama’s favor. But the canal’s net profit 
last year was only $2,600,000—not much more 
than the annuity now paid Panama. 

The extra money which Panama wants is 
not there, and the United States is not about 
to hand the canal over to Panamanian opera- 
tion. - President Eisenhower told reporters 
the demonstrations in Panama should not be 
permitted to affect good relations between 
the two countries.’ But the canal will remain 
a trouble spot until it is removed from 
national operation and becomes, in law as 
well as in fact, an international canal. That 
is the most logical solution to the Canal Zone 
problem but so far neither Panama nor the 


- United States will admit it. 


FarceinaGrand Jury | 

The apparent failure of a grand jury at 
Poplarville to come to grips with the Mack 
Charles Parker kidnaping case marks the sec- 
ond time in recent months that Mississippi 
has allowed racial prejudice to make a mock- 
ery of its judicial processes. Although the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation spent a month 
investigating the case and submitted a full 
report to Gov. Coleman, who passed it on to 
District Attorney Broom, the indications are 
that the report was not laid before the grand 
jury and that FBI agents were not heard. 

This contempt for such laws as do not com- 
port with local superstitions was, to make mat- 
ters worse, encouraged by the presiding 
jurist, Judge Dale. That dignitary exhorted 
the grand jurors to “have the backbone to 
stand against any tyranny .. . even including 
the board of sociology, setting in Washington, 
garbed in judicial robes and dishing out the 
legal précedents of sr na! Myrdal,” obvious- 
ly a contemptuous nce to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Earlier, Mississippi had seen its murder 
conviction of Robert Lee Goldsby set aside by 
the Supreme Court because he was found 
guilty by an all-white jury in a judicial circuit 
where Negroes are not allowed to vote.

How far is any 
state’s sovereignty impaired when its courts 
by their own actions render themselves impo- 
tent to punish murder, and when a grand jury 
by its own action makes the high institution 
it represents an exercise in futility? We think 
these are questions which Mississippians who 

are truly—rather than oratorically — con- 
_cerned for the sovereign dignity of their state 
should ponder carefully.

Would it not be useful for the FCC 
from time to time to monitor and pub- 
licize a strictly factual rundown of the 
shows going out over the TV net- 
works? (Even many of us who watch

disclosed the figures, to what an extent — 
the Westerns and cops - and - robbers

Secondly, at the local level, there is 
an opportunity for local groups to mon- 
itor the TV offerings and make recom- 
mendations. (This has been done here 
and there with considerable success;

This two-way approach wouldn't 
solve all the problems overnight. But 
if it increased the public’s awareness, 
as well it might, it might tend both 
to improve the public taste and 
strengthen the broadcaster’s responsi- 
bility.

-'They’re Not Mountains, but Rock Faces Offer a

B Napmecagninrig®~ apt som 
the face of the cliff. He stood 
on a six-inch ledge of rock wait- 
ing for me to maneuver out of 
an awkward position so he could 
move up. We had worked our 
way 100 feet up the rock face 
of the sheer bluff and from our 
approximately nine-story height 
radian dlc ae fe ty 
Meramec river valley.

Yelling did no good. The old 
bill stood firm about two feet 
away, his battering ram head 
moving threateningly from side 
to side.

I scrambled up, threw a loop 
of rope around a young cedar 
and yelled .to Dick to come 
ahead.

But in our 
meanderings through the Ozark 
back country looking for good 
bluffs to climb, we’ve happened 
across wolves, wild dogs, bob- 
cats, skunks, woodchucks, coons, 
deer, copperheads and rattle- 
snakes. Many of the meetings 
were in equally precarious po- 
sitions. 

Also we’ve run across our fair 
share of bluff climbers. Once 
out at Rockwoods Reservation 
while climbing a smooth slab, 
my fingers were tromped on by 
a female bluff artist coming 
down from the top. Up to that 
moment I had been unaware she 
was around. 


tried bluff climbing; all were out- 
door people who were pretty pro- 
ficient at such things as river 
floating, water skiing, spelunk- 
ing, climbing and hiking in the 
high Rockies, canoe pack trips, 
scuba diving. The conversation 
got around to mountain climbing 
and finally to bluff climbing. 

I related how, a short time be- 
fore, I’d been maneuvering about 
30 feet up on a bluff at Rock- 
wood. Aman walking past with 
a couple of youngsters looked up 
and said: 2 


“Hey, what are you doing? 
Practicing to be a human fly?”

And it’s difficult to fit a 1000- 
mile trek to the Rockies into a 
weekend agenda. What’s a Mid- 
western mountaineering - minded 
fellow to do? Go climb a bluff! 

If you’re really eager, there is 
a man-sized bluff just 20 minutes 
by bus from downtown St. Louis. 
Within a radius ‘of 100 miles, 
you can discover all the bluffs 
you’d hope to conquer in a life- 
time. Missouri’s endless creek 
and river valleys are decorated 
with rock formations of vVarie- 
gated shapes and sizes. You can 
find bluffs ranging from a mere 
30 feet to those towering 250 
feet. You don’t have to travel 
more than a few minutes from 
the city limits to find some of 
them; others you won’t see un- 
less you happen to be a deer 
hunter, fisherman or river float 
enthusiast. Searching for bluffs 
using a topographical map is an 
educational adventure in itself. 

Perhaps you've read about the 
conquest of Everest and Nanga 
Parbat, and are contemptuous of 
our Missouri bluffs, which are 
curbstones in comparison. Well, 
you can pump plenty of adrena- 
lin trying to work your way out 
of a precarious perch a hundred 
feet up under a limestone over- 
hang. 


Challenge and You Can Start at Bottom

Maybe it sounds tough and 
dangerous, but it’s easier than 
you think. You can learn to 
climb rocks technically by read- 
ing about it in a book from the 
public library and going out on 
a biuff and trying the techniques 
for yourself. If you're the gre- 
garious type, you can join any 
one of several organizations in 
the area that go in for rock 
climbing and mountain climbing. 
This is the safest and quickest 
method of learning. Spelunking 
groups often practice rock climb- 
ing in connection with their un- 
derground explorations. 


All you need to subdue any 
old Missouri bluff are a couple 
of dependable pals of like mind, 
male or female, a 100-foot length 
of half-inch rope, a stout pair of 
ankle-high, rubber-soled shoes 
and an urge to pit your mind, 
emotions, endurance and phys- 
ical agility against the geological 
intricacies of a limestone or 
granite rock formation. 


The nice thing about these 
human factors is that you can

endurance and ability to work 
out the problems develop. 


A géod place to practice rock- 
climbing, along with a barbecue 
picnic, is at-Rockwoods Reserva- 
tion, a 30-minute drive from 
Lindbergh on Manchester. There 
you'll find bluffs ranging from 
10 feet to 75 feet high, approxi- 
mately two miles of them among 
the valleys and ridges. When 
you get tired of limestone bluffs, 
take a trip into southern Mis- 
souri, into Iron county and the 
east fork of the Biack river 
country near the Johnson Shut- 
ins State Park for a crack at 
some ancient granite and lava 
formations. Later on you can try 
the 200-footers along the Mera- 
mec, the Gasconade and Big 
rivers. 

There’s one thing that is taboo 
in rock climbing. That’s the com- 
petitive spirit. If there is to be 
any competition, it must be be- 
tween the rock and the climber. 
This is one sport that wasn’t 
meant to be competitive. Two 
men trying to outdo each other 
on the side of a 100-foot bluff is 
like playing Russian roulette 
with only one empty cartridge 
chamber in the revolver. 


I’ve often stopped on rock 
slabs to chat with passing climb- 
ers about the relative merits of 
“puristic’ versus ‘‘gadgeteer- 
ing” climbing. I’m a purist my- 
self and am céntent with a good 
pair of shoes and a good rope, 
as is my climbing partner, Dick 
Kurre, a wildlife photographer 
from north St. Louis. But we've 
met “iron mongers’ who were 
well enough equipped with ropes, 
slings, pitons, hammers, and 
lightweight aluminum ladders to 
pioneer a new route up the Mat- 
terhorn. 

The climbers I really admire 
are “those who tackle the rough, 
sharp rocks in a pair of rag- 
gedy tennis shoes and swimming 
trunks. They take me back to 
the good old days. 


I’ve been climbing bluffs since 
I was 10 years old—old enough 
to find my way from the vicin- 
ity of Grand and Magnolia to 
the river-front bluffs that extend- 
ed from President street south 
along the Mississippi.

“I WOULD LIKE YOUR ADVICE on electrolysis for 
removal of excess hair. Does it have any harmful effects? 
Can it cause cancer? Will it leave a permanent mark on 
the skin? E.W.” 

Getting rid of excess hair is a cosmetic problem, not 
a medical one in most cases. There are instances, of course, 
in which excessive quantities of male hormones cause a 
heavy hair growth, but these are exceptional cases. These 
serious cases require special treatment. | 

For most readers who worry about unwanted hair, the 
cause is hereditary. There isn’t anything wrong. with the 
or what the person believes to be a matter of appearance. 

So, for practical purposes, one excellent answer is 


preparations for removing hair, or shaving is entirely 
practical. I still hear the plaint, “but doesn’t shaving 
make the hair heavier?” The answer is. absolutely 
no. The thickness of the hair is determined at its 
root or follicle, and cutting it farther up, either with 
scissors or razor, has no effect. 

And then the final solution is electrolysis, or treating the 
hair follicle with an electric needle. It is the one method 
which offers any permanent results—and this. within limits. 

Definitely this treatment does not cause cancer. For 
other reasons, it must be done by skilled people—most elec- 
trolysis is done by women trained for this work.

Some Advice on Odorless Paint

IT WASN’T so many years ago 
that people went away for a 
couple of weeks during the time 
that the interiors of their homes 
were being painted. This was be- 
cause, unless you had a very 
strange sense of smell, th> odors 
from interior paints were erfough 
to bring tears to your eyes and 
a real fine headack: to the top 
of your head. Today things are 
different and -odorless interior 
paints make it possible to paint 
indoors at any time of the year 
and because the paints dry so 
rapidly, it is possible to redeco- 
ws By entire room in a day and 
have it ready for use that night. 

You should not forget, that 
even if a paint has no odor to 
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haunted by fairies,’ this is a 
time for regretting.

Ending his own formal ed- 
ucation when most young Amer- 
cans are just getting a good start 
on theirs, he became a teen-age 
instructor, teaching 60 or 70 boys 
in a mountain schoolroom 30 feet 
long and 15 feet wide.

with a diamond-back terrapin, 
here’s what you do: 

First, you toss the terrapin 
into water and leave it there 
for about an hour to gét good 
and clean. Then, as you would 
a lobster, you plunge it into 
boiling water and leave it there 
for 10 minutes. 

Take it out, remove the toe- 
nails and rub off the skin from 
the head, neck and legs. Then 
put it in fresh boiling water and 
let it cook until the legs are 
tender. When it is done, set it 
out to cool. Then detach the 
meat from the shell, removing 
the stomach and other innards. 
Take the meat from the bones 
and cut it in small pieces. 


Now, put the meat in a chafing 
dish or a pan and add half a 
peund of butter to the meat of 
one tefrapin. Season it with 
salt and cayenne pepper and a 
half a cup of sherry per terrapin. 
There you are.

Miller wants to know if we can 
tell her how to make Yorkshire 
pudding with roast beef and 
gravy. 

First, unless the roast has 
plenty of fat on it, put in some 
extra suet which will be reeded 
for the pudding. Take the roast 


- out about half an hour before it 


is completely done. Internal 
heat will go on cooking it. Set 
the oven at 450 degrees and mix 
the pudding batter as follows: 

Beat into a smooth paste a 
pint of milk, three eggs and a 
cup of flour. The old English 
method is to leave about half an 
inch of fat in the roasting pan, 
get it smoking hot, pour in the 
batter and put it back in the 
oven until it is crisp. 

But a better and more con- 
venient method is to pour some 
of the fat into a nine-by-nine pan, 
pour in the batter about half an 
inch deep and bake it until it’s 
puffed and brown, which will 


take about half an hour. Cut it | 
in squares and serve a square 


with each serving of beef. 


As for the gravy, when you 
take out the roast pour the 
liquid left in the pan into a nar- 
row container so that the fat 
will rise to the top. Then spoon 
off the fat. Put the roasting pan 
over low heat.

blespoons of the fat. Cook and 


stir and scfape loose the brown 
essence from the pan.
